—Edison has again announced the suc- 


cess of his electric light, and promised 
that in a very short time his perfected 
lamps shall be placed in the market. 
Each lamp is to last six months and cost 
about fifty cents. The electric power 
which furnishes the illumination during 
the night may be used to drive light ma- 
chinery by day for manufacturing pur- 
poses, thus adding to the value and econ- 
omy of the system. 
The electric current 


is to be supplied in cities from central sta- 
tions, where huge generators will be lo- 
cated, and the quantity of electricity re- 
ceived by each consumer is to be recorded 
by a meter. The expense is to be less 
than that of gas. 
This plan is essentially 


the same as that outlined by the sanguine 
experimenter nearly a year ago. There 
seems to be little doubt that Mr. Edison 
has been some progress with his system 
of electric lighting, bat his reckless asser- 
tions and unredeemed pledges have so 
shaken public faith in his ideas that noth- 
ing less than a thorough practical demon- 
stration will spread the conviction that

—Investigations by A. Muller show 


that the fresh leaves of the sugar beet 
contain four per cent, of oxalic acid, of 
which one-third is in a soluble form. 


The following arguments, employed in 


the recent campaign in the State of Kan- 
sas, secured the adoption by the people of 
a prohibitory constitutional amendment: 


1. It would effect an important reduc- 


tion of taxes. Governor St. John has 
shown that Kansas pays $5,000,000 more 
annually to her whiskey shops than for all 
the expenses of her State government. 


2. The whiskey ring is a leech, fatten- 


ing on every other trade and occupation, 
and itself producing nothing useful in re- 
turn. • The liquor tax in Maine is three 
cents annually on each member of the 
population: in license New Jersey it is 
$2.40.

3. Eight-tenths of the crimes com- 


mitted in the State are produced by in- 
toxicating beverages directly or indirect- 
ly, and the business which makes crimi- 
nals is itself criminal. 


4. Science, by showing that alcohol has 


a local affinity for the brain, and that 
habitsof drinking necessarily manufacture

—A successful experiment has been 


made at Cologne with the electric light 
for the purpose of illuminating the newly 
completed cathedral both inside and out- 
side. 
A most brilliant effect was ob- 


tained, and the lofty spires of the im- 
mense edifice were lighted to the top. 


—Bloodstone is a variety of silica 


speckled with red, the spots having some 
resemblance to blood. In the Louvre, at 
Paris, a bust made of this stone has the 
spots in such position that they actually 
represent drops of blood. 


—An observatory, with four telescopes, 


was lately opened in Paris for tlie free 
use of the public. It has a room for mi- 
croscopical observations during the day- 
time. 


—A cloth for polishing metals is man- 


ufactured in France under the name of 
serviette magique. It consists of small 
pieces of woolen cloth saturated with soap 
and tripoli and colored with fuchsinc. 


—The electric light proves to be very 


effective as an insect trap. 
Flies and 


moths are attracted to it from a great 
distance, and, flying into the arc, are 
quickly killed. 


—Medical investigation has shown that 


paupers and madmen, demonstates the 
right of government in self-protection to 
interfere by prohibitory legislation with 
the sale of intoxicating liquor as a bever- 
age.

The pre- 


dominant political influence of the whis- 
key rintr in great and corrupt cities is in- 
compatible with the success of American 
institutions, or with safety to life and 
property under universal suffrage in mis- 
managed municipalities. 


7. These facts being fully appreciated 


on the eastern seaboard of the United 
States, where the people have suffered 
much from the mismanagement of cities, 
the most crowded part of the nation is 
anxiously watching Kansas in her experi- 
ment with constitutional prohibition, and 
all friends of temperance and of social 
order wish hsr success. 


_ 8. It is now or never with Kansas; for 


if constitutional prohibition fails, her 
cities may grow in size so as to prevent 
its future adoption. Kansas, at present, 
has no very large cities, and can carry the 
amendment in spite of the utmost opposi- 
tion of the ring. 


9. A constitutional amendment is supe- 


rior to a prohibitory law, for it is less 
easily repealed. 
A vote of the Legisla- 


ture and a vote of the people are required 
to pass or repeal an amendment. A pro- 
hibitory law would be the act of a Legis- 
lature only, but an amendment is the act 
of the whole people, of all parties. 
Or- 


ganic law is intended to be permanent, 
tt cannot be repealed by one packed 
Legislature. It is difficult or impossible 
to corrupt the whole of the people. 


10. The Citizens' Protective Union 


vehemently opposes the proposed amend- 
ment, and they prove that the whiskey 
ring do not expect it to be inoperative. 


11. The Supreme Court of the State 


and the State officers, and, it is claimed, 
a majority of from 30,000 to 50.000 of 
the male voters of the State, to say no- 
thing of the wives and mothers and minors, 
whose interests, among those of others, it 
is sought to protect, are in favor of the 
proposed amendment.

Hence a funeral is, we are told 
by Mr. Kelly in his "Indo-European Folk 
Lorc"(lir>), still called "dead-shoe" in 
tho Henneberg district ; and in Hcandi- 
navia tho shoe itself is called "hel-shac." 
In a MS. of the Cotton Library, contain- 
ing an account of Cleveland in Yorkshire, 
in tho reign of Queen Elizabeth, there is 
a passage which illustrates this custom. 
It was quoted by Sir Walter Scott in the 
notes to the "Minstrelsy of the Scottish 
Border," and runs thus. "When any 
dieth certaine women sing a song to the 
dead bodie, reciting the journey that the 
partyc deceased must goo, and they are 
of belicfo that once in their lives it is 
goode to give a pair of new shoes to a 
poor man, for as much ns after this life 
they are to pass barefoote through a great 
lande, full of thorns and furzen, except 
by the meryte of the ahnes aforesaid tliev 
have redemed the forfcyte, for at the ed"e 
of the launde nn oulde man shall meet 
them with the sanu shoes that were given 
by the partie when he was lyving, and 
utter he hath shoddc them, dismisseth 
them to go through thick and thin with- 
out scratch or scalle." 


Among tho items of folklore associated 


with the shoe, we may mention that at 
one time shining shoes were ridiculed as 
part of the precise dress of fashionable 
citizens. Thus in Ren .Toncon's "Every 
Man in his Humor," (ii. i), Kitely ob- 
serves that AVelbred's acquaintance

As a popular object of superstition, the 


shoe has an eventful history from the ear- 
liest period. 
Indeed, it is impossible to 


say how many an omen has been gathered 
from it, not to mention the countless love 
divinations, for the ascertaining of which 
it has been considered a powerful auxil- 
iary. 
One of the most well known uses 


to which the shoe has been employed is 
the throwing of it for luck, constant allu- 
sions to which we find in the old writers, 
Thus John Haywood says :

In Ben Jonson's "Masque of the Gyp- 
sies," he represents one of the gypsies as 
saying:

Instances without number of this supersti- 
tion might be quoted, so prevalent an ar- 
ticle of faith was it in days gone by. The 
custom has not died out, for in Norfolk, 
whenever servants are going after new 
situations, a shoe is thrown after them, 
with the wish that they may succeed in 
what they are going about. Some years 
ago when vessels engaged in the Green- 
land whale fishery left Whitby iu York- 
shire, the wives and friends of the sailors 
threw old shoes at the ships as they 
passed pier-haad.

means of divining who their future hus- 
bands are to be. 
At night, on going to 


bed, a girl places her shoes at right an- 
gles to one another, in the form of a T, 
repeating the following rhyme : 


Hoping this night my true love to H;C, 
I pliicc myshoes in the form of a T. 


Among the various charms in which 


the shoe has been found highly efficacious, 
may be mentioned one practiced in the 
north of England, where the peasantry, 
to cure cramp, are in the habit of laying 
their shoes across to avert it. 


Mrs. 
Latham in her "West Sussex 


Superstitions," published in the "Folk 
Lore Record" (i. 39), tells us of an old 
woman who was at a complete loss to un- 
derstand why her rheumatism "was so 
uncommon bad, for she had put her shoes 
in the form of a cross every night by the 
side of her bed, ever since she felt the 
first twinge." A cure for ague, in the 
same country, consists in wearing a leal 
of tansey in the shoe. 


Again, great importance is attached bv 


many superstitious persons as to which 
shoe they put on first ; in allusion to 
which Butler, in his "Hudibras," says: 


Augustus, havinK b'oversight 
1'ut on his left shoe 'fore his ripht, 
Had like to have been slain that day 
By soldiers mutin'yng lor pay. 


Scott too in his "Discovery of Witch- 


craft," tells us how "he that receiveth a 
mischance will consider whether he put 
not on his shirt tho wrong side outward, 
or his left shoe on his right foot." 
An 


old writer, speaking of the customs of 
Jews, says: "Some of them observe, in 
^dressing themselves in the morning, to 
put on the right stocking and right shoe 
first, without tying it; then afterward to 
put on the left, and so to return to the 
right; that so they may begin and end 
with the right side, which they account to 
be the most fortunate." 
In Sussex, to 


put on the left shoe before the right is 
considered an infallible sign of evil.to 
come, and a Suffolk doggerel respecting 
the "wear of shoes" teaches us the fol- 
lowing :

on linen, cotton, or any white goods, ox- 
alic acid will remove it, unless dried in, 
and of long standing. ID that case, equal 
quantities of muriatic acid and tin-salt 
will remove it, but both these preparations 
are poisonous, and should be carefully 
labelled and kept out of the reach of 
children <>r careless servants. 
Delicate 


colors would be destroyed by these prep- 
arations. Ask the druggist for a weak 
solution of pyrophosphate of soda, dip a 
brush in it, and carefully wet the ink spot, 
and after several trials it will remove ink 
from delicate colors without injuring the 
goods. 
Wash or sponge with clear water. 


But none of these things can be used 


safe'y on carpets or woollen goods. 
If 


ink is spilled on a carpet or woollen arti- 
cle, it should be attended to at once, 
while still wet if possible, and then Is very 
easily removed. 
Take clean blotting 


paper or cotton batting, and gently sop 
up all tl'C ink that has not soaked in. 
Then pour a little sweet milk on the spot, 
and soak it up from the carpet with fresh 
cotton butting. It will need to be re- 
newed two or three times, fresh milk and 
cotton being used each time, and the spot 
will disappear. Then wash the spot with 
clean sotiji-suds and ruo dry with a clean 
cloth. ] f the ink has boon allowed to dry- 
in, the ni ilk must remain longer and be 
repeated many times, 


require nc cleaning, if kept 


uninjured, except careful dusting, so that 
no dirt shall settle to mar the beauty of 
the design. But if they unfortunately 
are greased or spotted, wash with warm 
*onp-fu<h made quite strong with soap; 
then gently rub and thoroughly dry. 
If 


by accident or carelessness the bronze is 
rusted and defaced beyond the power of 
soap and water to remove, the only safe 
way is to have it rcbronzed. which, near a 
city, is nut a difficult thing. 


IF iiAKHLK is SMOKED or soiled, either 


by bituminous coal or too free use of | 
kindling wood, Spanish whiting, with a 
piece of washing soda, nibbed together, 
and wet vt ith only enough water to moist- 
en and make it into a paste, will remove 
the grease and smoke. Dip a piece of 
flannel in this preparation, and rub the 
spots while the paste is quite moist. 
Leave the paste on for hours, and, if need 
be, remoN e it and renew with fresh paste. 
When the spots disappear, wash the place 
with clean hot soap-suds, wipe dry, and 
polish with chamois skin. 


IF OIL on OREASK has been spilled on 


marble 01 stone, get fuller's earth or pipe 
clay, well dried and finely pulverized, 
make it into a thin paste with strong lye, 
put it quite thick over the spot, and place 
a warm, not too hot, flat-iron on the paste 
until quite dry, then wash it off, and if 
the stain has not entirely disappeared, 
apply the paste and the warm iron once 
or twice more. 
One application, washed 


off with strong soap-suds quite hot, is 
usually sufficient, unless tho stain is of 
long standing and has soaked in. In that 
case it may require to bo applied two or 
three timi'S. 


THE COOK'S CORNER. 


WHENEVER you seen your sauce boil 


from the sides of the pan you may know 
your floui or corn starch is done. 


BAKU, v GIUTEL. — Put one-quarter of 


a pound of pearl barley and a stick of 
cinnamon into two quarts of water, boil 
until reduced to one quart ; strain through 
a sieve and sweeten to taste. 


HARD SAUCE — VEHY FINE. — 1 cup of 


pulverized sugar, i cup butter, white of 
one egg, two tablespoonfuls of wine, nut- 
meg, wash the butter, then cream it and 
sugar foi ten or fifteen minutes. Just 
before sending to the table add the white 
ofthecg^ beaten to a stiff froth, or in 
place of the egg some whipped cream. 


Wnirria> CREAM. — Take one pint of 


very think cream, sweeten it with very 
fine sugar and orange flower water boil it. 
Beat the white of ten eggs with a little 
cold cream, strain it, and when the cream 
is upon the boil, pour in the eggs, stir- 
ring it W( 11 till it comes to a thick curd ; 
then take it up and strain it again through 
a hair sie\o. Beat it well with spoon till 
it is cold, then place it in a dish in which 
you wish to serve it. 


SUET J'UDDINQ. — Four eggs, one-half 


pound or one cup of suet, chopped fine , 
one pint of bread crumbs, one quart of 
milk ; one-half teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoonful of nutmeg and two 
tablespoonfulg of flour or corn-starch. 
Mix the suet, crumbs, cinnamon, nutmeg, 
%nd flour (or corn starch) together, boil 
the milk, and while it is hot pour suet, 
etc., into it, beating thoroughly ; add the 
eggs, beaten. Sweeten to the taste ; add 
a little salt, brown the pudding in an oven 
and serve warm. 


BROTII FOR INVALIDS.— Dr. Druitt, of 


London, i ccommends lean beef, chopped 
up, enclosed in a jar, and subjected for 
an hour or more to heat, when it will sep- 
arate into three portions — fat, fibre, and 
liquid essence. Strain off the last, and 
separate the fat by means of blotting pa- 
per, when a clear, amber liquid is ob- 
tained, of an intensely aromatic smell 
and flavor, and stimulating to the brain. 
It contains a valuable proportion of gela- 
tinous matter. This is not intended as a 
substitute for common beef tea, but it is 
recommended as an auxiliary to, and par- 
tial substitute for brandy in all cases of 
great exhaustion or weakness, attended 
with cerebral depression. It is free from 
bulk, and exerts a rapid stimulating 
power ovte the brain.

THE STORE AND THE TRADE. 


A study of this ground plan, Incom-
